The Lebanese authorities said 
yesterday they had reached a 
“eomprehensive and decisive" 
ay nt with the Palestine 
Liberation Organization over 
future government-terrorist re- 
lations in Lebanon. The Le- 
banese authorities indicated 
that ἃ new formula regulating 
such relations had been out- 
lined following a series of 
meetings held after Israel's re- 
cent attacks in retaliation to 
terrorist activity. 

Beirut did not elaborate on 
the development, but indications 
were that the terrorists had ag- 
reed to observe the present 
standstill on Lebanon's southern 
borders with Israel, but not ta 
leave the region. 

Yesterday's announcement foi- 
lowed three hours of talks be- 
tween Lebanese Premier Sa'eb 
Salam and a P.L.O. delegation 
headed by the movement's chair- 
man Yasser Arafat, the Fatah 
chief. 

The terrorist radio, broadcast- 
ing from Syria, yesterday criti- 
eized further agreements with 
the Lebanese authorities and 
charged that these were being 
put forward by “reactionary” 
Arab mediators aiming to liqui- 
date the terrorist movement in 
Lebanon. The broadcast warned 
of the “precedent” in Jordan 
where it said Arab mediators 
played a major role as the Jor- 
danian authorities were prepa- 
Ying to wage thelr massive strike 
on the terrorists. 

The agreements between the

Lebanese government and the 
terrorist movement were believed 
to have been initiated by Fatah 
chieftain Arafat. The presence 
of his followers in Lebanon, his 
last territorial resort, has been 
developing into a controversial 
issue between the Lebanese and 
the Palestinians. 

Evidently unable to cope with 
the various armed terrorist or- 
ganizations within the declining 
sabotage movement, Arafat was 
thought to be concentrating now 
on the Palestinian politicul as- 
pect despite the defiance of other 
terrorist organizations. 

In Cairo, the editor of the 
weekly “Akhbar eél-Yom” sug- 
gested yesterday that Arafat 
found himself forced to choose 
between the leadership of either 
the terrorist movement or of the 
Palestinian people. 

The editor, Thaan Abdul-Kud- 
dos, expressed the opinion that 
the agreement Arafat signed with 
the Lebanese authorities would 
lead to no-war, no-peace between 
the terrorists and the Lebanese 
Government until a new crisis 
erupts. 

‘Kuddos went on to suggest 
that the terrorist movement 
should go underground, and that 
no ope should know the wherea- 
pouts of its bases or the identity 
of its commanders. “If Yasser 
Arafat is the leader of the com- 
mando action, then he should go 
underground, but if he is the 
leader of the Palestinian people 
he should leave the guerrilla 
command so that it works un- 
derground and in full secrecy,” 
Kuddos wrote. 


Sisco stands by interim 
Suez pact as ‘first step’

U.S. Assistant Secretary of State 
Joseph J. Sisco said yesterday that 
an: interim Suez agreement remains 
a key to a possible breakthrough 
in the Middle East stalemate. 

The State Department official said 
that what the region needs now is 
8. “meani diplomatic process. 
‘We feel the most feasible approach 
is to try to work at some practical 
first step. This could take the form 
of opening the Suez Canal with an 
Israeli partial withdrawal,” Mr. Sis- 
co said in an interview with Bei- 
rut's leading “An-Nahar" newspaper. 

While stressing Washington's 
backing for a peaceful settlement 
based on Security Council resolution 
242, Mr. Sisco said that it was 
“important to note that we do not 
see the interim agreement as an 
end in itself. The opening of the 
Suez Canal is only a atep toward 
an overall settlement.” 

Mr. Sisco said he felt there were 
two needed: “The cease-fire 
in the area should be maintained, 
and some meaningful diplomatic 
process should be initiated.” He said 
that the stalled mission of UN. 
Middle Mast πον} Dr Guenee Jnr- 
ring offered the best hope of break- 
ing the deadlock in the region. 

On the question of U.S. arms 
shipments to Israel and a possible 
halt to the arms race in the area, 
Mr. Sisco said that the Soviet Union 
has refused to discuss an arms H- 
mitation agreement in the Middle 
Hast. “We have been prepared to 
talk with the Soviet Union about 
a Imitation at any time. The 
U.S.S.R. will not accept discussion 
of arms Limitation in the area as 
part of a political discussion or a 
Political solution” to the Middle East 
crisis.

BELFAST. — Northern Lreland took 
on an air of siege yesterday as 
masked and uniformed Protestants 
threw up hundreds of barricades in 
at least 10 citles in defiance of Ro- 
man Catholics and Eritish troops. 

More than 20,000 hooded men 
— jolned by some masked women 
— sealed off Protestant areas and 
brought normal busy Saturday Hfe 
to a virtual standstill throughout 
the province. 

British troops and Catholics made 
no attempt to break down or crash 
through the buses, trucks, cars and 
rubble that sealed off Protestant 
areas and made them “no-go” en- 
claves. 

Some violence shattered the few 
days of peace enjoyed by the pro- 
vince since the Catholic-based Irish 
Republican Army declared a truce 
last Monday. Two men were killed 
and two wounded early yesterday 
in shooting incidents in Belfast. 
There were other incidents elsewhere 
but πὸ major outbreak of violence. 

The Protestant barricades sprang 
up overnight in protest against 
Catholic “no-go" areas in London~ 
derry, despite appeals by British 
authorities to avoid action that might 
precipitate the danger of open civil 
war. 

At least seven Protestant areas 
of Belfast were sealed off by mili- 
tants of the Ulster Defence Associa- 
tion. Armed with wooden batons, 
and policed by men wearing special 
armbands, the militants checked the 
credentials of all persons attempting 
to enter or leave their enclaves. The 
barricades, although appearing in 
large areas of Belfast, did not affect 
traffic on the capital's main thorough. 
fares. 

The militants themselves appeared 
uncertain how long the barricades 
would remain up. There had been 
threats that they might stay up 
permanently, But an Ulster Defence 
Association spokesman early yester- 
day predicted that most of them 
would come down by midnight to- 


Pompidou, Bourguiba end talks

PARIS. — President Georges Pom- 
pidou of France and President 
‘abib Bourgiiiba yesterday deplored 
the heightening of tensions in the 
Middie East area and agreed to 
work together for an improvement. 
ΙΑ. joint declaration summing up 
the result of their talks during a 
three-day state visit to France by 
, Mr. Bourguiba was lasued shortly 
‘before the Tunisian President flew 

home. 

The deciaration said: 

“The international political situa- 
tion was at the centre of the talks 
between the two chiefs of state. 
They expressed thelr serious pre- 
occupations about the aggravation 
of the crisis in the Middle Kast. 
They underlined in this respect the 

“" urgency of a solution founded on 
the application of resolutions of the 
UN., principally of the resolution 
of the Security Councit of Novem- 


ber 22, 1967, which, on the basis. 


of withdrawal of Israeli forces from 
occupied territories and reciprocal 
engagements for peace, establish 
conditions for a political solution 
of the conflict. 


“The two parties deplore the pre- 
sent deadlock which blocks evolu- 
tion toward a satisfactory settle- 
ment in the region, ἃ settlement 
which, must take into account the 
rights of the Palestinians.” 

The declaration said that Mr. 
Pompidou expressed the interest and 
sympathy which France shows for 
Mr. Bourguiba's efforts to build co- 
operation among the nations fron- 
ting on the Mediterranean. 

At ἃ lunch which Mr, Bourguiba 
gave in Mr. Pompidou's honour at 
the Quai d'Orsay on Friday the Tu- 
nisian leader said: “We have noted 
that our analyses of the Mediter- 
ranean problem are complementary. 
‘We shall coordinate our policies, 
efforts and actions in drder to put 
an end to scurces of tension. It is 
time for Europe to. concern Itself 
with its soft -under-belly, Its south- 
ern flank where Israeli-Arab ten- 
sion is putrefying like an ugly 
wound.” 

‘Mr, Pompidou said in an answer- 
ing speech that the endless con- 
flict between Israel and its Arab 
neighbours threatened to contami- 
nate not only neighbouring coun- 
tries but Europe as weil.

man was charged on Friday in con- 
nection with the hijacking of an 
American Airlines jet from which

Martin J. McNally, 28, of Detroit, 
has already been charged with air 
piracy after being arrested last 
Wednesday near his home in a 
Detroit suburb.

Despite relatively light resistance 
during the first four days of the 
20,000-man counter-offensive, allied 
pfficers stilt expect a major battle 
with North Vietnamese forces gaid 
to be dug in on the southern out- 
skirts of the -clty. The advance was 
slowed by heavy rains that flooded 
river fords and held up supply and 
ammunition. 

South Vietnamese marines pushing 
toward Quang Tri to the east of the 
airborne troops, were about a day 
behind schedule. Brigadier General 
Bui The Lan, the marine comman- 
dant, said North Vietnamese shell- 
ing of the marines 12-km. front east 
of the city was the biggest obstacle 
his forces bad faced so far. He pre- 
dicted a “very tough fight” for the 
provincial capital that fell to the 
North Vietnamese two months ago.

Agnew calls McGovern a ‘beggar’ 


NEW YORE (Reuter). — American 
Vice-President Spiro Aguew on Fri- 
day night labelled Senator George 
McGovern a “fraud” and charged 
that “in McGoverniam we find the 
seeds of the downfall of our great 
republic.” 

In a scathing attack on the De- 
mocratic presidential aspirant, the 
Vice-President hit at a statement in 
which the senator said that if elect- 
ed president he would go to Hanol 
to “beg” for the release of American 
prisoners-of-war if he thought it 
Were necessary. 

“I find this an incredible admission 
by 8 man who would lead the Amer- 


ican people,” Mr. Agnew said in δ} 


speech to 400 people at a public 
dinner at the Plaza Hotel here. “It 
expresses a philosophy so callow and 
shortsighted as to be repugnant to 
the tradition of a free people.” 

British Prime Minister Neville 
Chamberlain, an apostle of appease- 
ment 35 years ago, had en umbrella 
as his symbol But even Neville 
Chamberlain did not carry a beg- 
gars cup to Munich — as George 
McGovern proposes to carry to Ha- 
noi, “America wants a president like 
Richard Nixon who negotiates on 
hig feet, not a demagogue who would 
crawi to our enemies on his knees," 
the Vice-President added. 

His attack was prompted by Sen. 
McGovern’s charge that President 
Nixon was “perpetrating a hoax” by 
contending that continued bombing 
of North Vietnam would help free 
American prisoners-of-war. 

Speaking to Democratic delegates 
in Columbia, South Carolina, on 
Thursday, Sen. McGovern said: “Beg- 
ging is better than bombing. I would 
go to Hanoi and beg if I thought 
that would release the boys one day 
earlier, but begging won't help if we 
bomb and aid the Thiet government. 

Sen. McGovern meanwhile picked 
up at least 41 more delegate votes 
for the Democratic party national 
convention next month when the 
party Credentials Committee tossed 
out a 58-man slate headed by Ma- 
yor Richard Daley of Chicago on 
Friday night.

CROSSING DANGERS _ 


EDESTRIAN crossings are a 
contribution to road safety 
which has been adopted by most 
countries. Their advantages are ob- 
vious now and have proved them- 
selves, In contrast to other safe- 
ty devices, such as for in- 
stance safety fences preventing pe- 
destrians from crossing roads near 
tersections, or pedestrian over or 
under-passes, which are completely 
Safe, the crossing contains’ an ele- 
Ment of danger all of !ts own 
That danger is the element of mis- 
understanding the purpose and of 
the over-confidence pedestrians are 
apt to place in its power to pro- 
tect them. 

The jaw [5 clear and unequivocal: 
vehicles must stop and give the 
right-of-way to pedestrians using 
the crossing. But in practice things 
are more complicated. 

In many cases there is a silent 
and often effective understanding 
between the pedestrian and the driv- 
er. The pedestrian knows that it is 
uot reasonable to step into ἃ long 
line of fast-moving cars, expecting 
them to stop, even at 2 crossing. 
Drivers, especially when they know 
there is a line of cars following 
close behind them, assume that pe- 
Gestriane do not expect them to stop. 
It ls when this understanding 
‘ails that accidents occur. Either a 
pedestrian is run down, or cars be- 
hind the lead car which is forced 
to stop suddenly, pile into each 
other, 

There are other ways in -which 
the crossings can fail. Every pedes- 
trian at one time or another has 
found himself standing at the edge 
of the pavement, ready to enter the 
crossing, only to find cars continu- 
ing to rush by, ignoring his pre- 
sence. No doubt, the cars should 
stop. 

Motorists, on the other hand, are

Cars live 
longer 
in Sweden 


STOCKHOLM. — 
TH average 116 of passenger 
cars in Sweden increased by 
nearly 20 per cent between 1966- 
1971, from 10.4 years to 12.4 years, 
according to a survey by the Swed- 
iah Vehicle Inspection Company. 
Volvo, Sweden's leading car make, 
holds first place In the longevity 
league, with an average life of 14.2 
years. ‘Volkswagen comes. second, 


with 13.2 years, while Peugeot and_ 


Saab hold third and fourth places 
with 11.8 and 11.6 years respectively. 

The pronounced trend towards 
longer service life confounds ail 
prognoses made in the early 1960s, 
it {9 stated, Between 1964 and 1971, 
fully 450,000 fewer cars were scrap- 
ped than anticipated. 

Safety standards on cars have, in 
spite of their increased average age,

In all of these potentially dan- 
gerous situations there is a fallure 
of communication tetween pedes- 
trian and motorist. 

But. there is a way of establish- 
ing that communication. Some years 
ago the introduction of pedestrian 
crossings in a large Canadian city 
was immediately followed by a wave 
of accidents and fatalities at these 
crossings. The authorities had ex- 
pected some difficulties with the 
new device but were not prepared 
for the appalling number of acci- 
dents apparently caused by it, There 
were loud cries to cancel the entire 
acheme. But the police persisted. 
Not, however, without introducing a 
new element, designed to create 
communication between drivers and 
pedestrians. That element was 
summed up in the slogan: “Point 
your way to safety." 

An intensive publicity campaign 
was launched educating pedestrians 
to use their outstretched arm to 
let motorists ,kxow of their inten- 
tion to cross. The wave of accidents 
subsided fairly quickly and the pub- 
lc settled Into a routine of proper 
use of the crosswalks. 

This lesson from abroad con be 
supplemented by two examples 
famMlar on Israel roads. One is the 
continually successful patrois of 
elementary school] pupils, organized 
by the National Road Safety Coun- 
cil. They use the now-familiar point- 
ers to shepherd fellow pupils across 
streets before and after school. 
There is clear and unmistakable 
communication between pedestrians 
and motorists here. 

Another example are the blind 
who raise thelr white cane to tell 
drivers of thelr Intention to cross. 
In this category are 8130 some older 
people, who spontaneously raise 
thelr hand to stop drivers. 

Visual communication via the 
outstretched arm and pointing fin- 
ger can be a means of greatly in- 
creasing the usefulness and safety 
of our pedestrian crossings,

Must act on dust pollution 


The High Court of Justice made 
absolute an order sisi calling upon 
the Ministers of Health and of Inte- 
rior to show eause why they should 
cot make reguietions laying down 
Testrictions against polluting the air 
with dust. 

Yne first petitioner, who is 2 
Halfa environmental engineer well- 
versed in the problems of air pollu- 
tion, and the second petitioner, 8. re- 
gistered society established in Haifa 
for the purpose of preserving the 
Purity of the environment, petitioned 
the High ‘Court of Justice to order 
the Ministers of Health amd of Inte- 
rlor te implement section 5 of the 
Abatement of Nuisances Law, 1961, 
and make rules for restricting the 
pollution of the air by fumes and 
other impurities and so enable the 
authorities to put an effective stop 
to the pollution of the Haifa air by 
the fumes and dust emitted by the 
Nesher Cement Factory. 

Section ὁ of the Abatement of 
Nuisances Law, 1961, provides that: 

“(a) A person shail not cause any 
considerabie or unreasonable poi- 
lution of the air, from any source 
whatsover, if the same disturbs, 
or is Hkely to disturb, a person 
being in the vicinity or the pass- 
ersby. (Ὁ) For the purposes of 
this section, “pollution of the alr” 
means pollution by smoke, gases, 
fomes, dust or the like.” 

Section 5 lays down that: 

“The Ministers (of Health end 
the Interior) shall, by regulations, 
rozke rules for the impiemeata- 
tion of sections 2-1 and they may, 
inter alia, define what is consider- 
eble or unreasonable noise, smell, 
oz pollttion of the air.” 

The petition for an order nisi was 
grented. 

On the return day, “Mr. Ron ap- 


peared for the petitioners and Dr. 
M. Cheshin, Assistant State Attor- 
ney, for the respondents. 


JUDGMENT 


Justice Witkon, who delivered the 
opinion of the High Court, held at 
the outset that there was no doubt 
that the first petitioner, at least, 
had standing in the matter as the 
High Court had already held that 
where there [5 a public nuisance 
then every Individual member of the 
public affected by the nuisance is 
entitled to complain against if (see 
ΗΟ. 40/70, 1 P.D. 20/238). 

He then went on to note that the 
Wesher Cement Company had in fact 
already been charged in the magis- 
trate'g court with polluting the air 
and that all that the High Court 
could do in this connection was to 
hope that the charge would be 
speedily dealt with and disposed of; 
although there was no doubt that 
the petitioners were correct in their 
contention that, without any regula- 
tlons laying down the criteria for 
¢eonsiderable or unreasonable poilu- 
tlon of the air ‘by dust, a conviction 
on this score might ‘be more difficult 
to obtalm 

As to the non-existence of appro- 
priate regulations, Justice Witkon, 
continued, it 18 a fact that of the 
Several regulations made by the res- 
pondents, (some of which were made 
after the order nisi was granted In 
the present case) nove refer to pol- 
lution by dust aa opposed to pollu- 
tion by gases: and even the regula- 
tlons with regard to geses do not 
restrict the ejection of gases fram 
any one particular source. In short, 
he held, in the 11 years since the 
“Kanowitz Law” was passed, and in 
the six years since the High Court 
held (in ELC, 295/63, 1 P.D. 20/309}

(He was of the opinion, Justice 
‘Witkon continued, that despite the 
difficulties amd complications of the 
problem of defining excessive dust 
pollution, the respondents should 
have succeeded in finding a solution 
to it in a period of almost 10 years: 
and they could not expect the pe- 
titioners, in particular, and the in- 
habitants of ‘Haifa, in general, to 
draw comfort from the fact that 
regulations have ‘been made with 
respect to the prevention of other 
nuisances referred to in the Abate- 
ment of Nulsences Law. In reaching 
this conclusion, he atressed, he was 
not for one moment oblivious to the 
Serious consequences which could en- 
sue from taking drastic measures

Medical interven- 
tion allowed affected offspring to 
«survive, and even In many Cases 
to marry and perpetuate the genetic 
disorder. “But it will take at least 
10 generations: before this bas any 
significant effect on the ‘genetic 
pool’ as a whole,” he said, adding 
that within a short time the em- 
phasis will switch from medical in- 
tervention to “prevention.” 

Carriers of genetic disease would 
then be informed that if they mar- 
ried another carrier (at present it 
is sometimes possible to detect the 
carriers before they give birth to 
a sick baby) they faced a one-in- 
four chance of having a defective 
baby. Moreover, it wag now possible , 
in many cases to see if the fetus 
bore the disease early in pregency 
and then to interrupt the pregnancy 
by abortion. 

Prof. Lederberg went on to say 
that “eliminating all persons who 
are carriers of genetic diseases . 
from having children would have one 
regult: it would solve the population 
explosion problem -— for nobody 
could have children. According to 
present estimates, every person is 
the carrier of at least four genetic 
diseases, But most of these genetic 
diseases are so rare, thet the 
chances of marrying a partner with 
the same type of genetic defect are 
extremely snrell

Agency to present plan 
for wider Jewish education

ΤῈΣ, AVIV. — A comprehensive 
programme for Jewish education in 
the Diaspora will be presented by 
the Jewish Agency to COJO (‘World 
Confederation of Jewish Organiza- 
tions) whose executive meets in 
Geneva at the end of this week, 
Mr. Moshe Rivlin, Director-General 
of the Jewish Agency, told mem- 
bers of the Commercial and Indus- 
trial Club here on Friday. 

Mr. Rivlin said the state of Jew- 
ish education was “nearing a cri- 
tical: stage.” The programme pro- 
poses an all-out effort by all Jew- 
ish essociations to save the situa- 
Hon. “We have been inspired in 
presenting this programme by the 
work of the expanded Jewish Agen-

Today, most of the people from 
ΠΣ are in Rama.

Archbishop Raya also told Mr, 
Allon on Friday that villagers had 
been wounded clearing the mines 
left by Kaukji’s Arab Liberation Ar- 
my on its withdrawal. This claim is 
not denied by the Israeli side, though 
no one Is prepared to vouch for it. 

A month after the Israeli take- 
over, in December 1948, the vil- 
lagers were evicted. The area was 
proclaimed a closed military area, 
and they were not allowed back. Ik- 
rit Hes six kilometres from the bor- 
der, Bar’am is much closer: a kilo- 
metre and a half, 

In 1951, the villagers applied to 
the High Court of Justice to order 
the Minister of Agriculture to re- 
store their lands. In January 1952, 
they won their case — with the 
proviso that they could re-occupy 


the iand only if the military com- 
mander (0.C. Northern Command) 
granted them permits to resettle in 
the two villages. They never got the 
permits, and the lands were taken 
over by the Custodian of Abandoned 
Property (today the National Lands 
Authority). 

As if to settle the matter build- 
ings in the villages were demolished 
five months after the Supreme 
Court decision. Parts of the villages 
were blown up in early 1949; most 
of the houses were only demolished 
in the summer of 1952. The churches 
were left intact in both places. 

The government tried to get the 
villagers to accept compensation for 
their homes and lands. According to 
the Adviser on Arab Affairs to the 
Prime Minister, Mr. Shmuel Tole- 
dano, 60 per cent of the 104 land- 
title holders in Ikrit have settled 
with the authorities. However, their 
elaims represent only 4,000 dunams 
of the 22,000 under litigation, he 
notes. - 

The compensation offer was less 
successful in Bar’am. There, only 
elght of 155 claims have been 
settled. They represent 340 dunams 
out of the 12,500 to which the
